A Lucid Interval. 


We regard the debate we republish oc- 
curring in the House on the 7th, as very 
significant. When we have succeeded in 
quieting a rabble who rave all at the same 
time for blood and destruction, the friends 
of truth and law have madea point. The 
next step to take after the tumult is toned 
down is to reason a little—and here 


we have it: 

Mr. Butler, of Massachusetts, from the 
Reconstruction Committee, reported a bill 
to enforce the 14th Amendment and laws 
of the United States, and restore the State 
of Georgia to the repulican government 
elected under its new constitution. 

Mr. Beck asserted that the real founda- 
tion of the movement was from personal 
motives of Gov. Bullock, who had aspira- 
tions for the United States Senate, and 
whose qualifications for the Governorship 
were as slim as the chance of making a 
silk purse of a sow's ear. The bill was the 
most unjust and iniquitous ever hatched in 

ess. 

317. Voorhees spoke in opposition to it. 
He regarded the bill as longing to a 
revolutionary class of legislation, Which 
was utterly unknown to the Constitution. 
Such an appropriation would have at once 
alarmed and convulsed the country, and 
would have been once regarded as more 
menacing to American liberties and the 
existence of the Republic than an invad- 
ing army large as the Persian host. This 
bili proposed to invade the State of Geor- 
gia and strike down and destroy its civil 
wer; to pull down the building that had 

n framed and erected under the dicta- 
tion of Congress. He proclaimed the 
fourth section of the bill to de without 
parallel in the annals of the civilized world; 
for it visited with disfranchisement all 
rsons who held office and had taken the 
oath to support the Constitution and had 
rendered support to the rebellion. Such 
an enactment was a crime against human 
nature, and a revolt against the principles 
of truth. 

Mr. Bingham opposed the bill, and ex- 
pressed his regret that it had been report- 
ed by the Reconstruction Crmmittee. The 
4th section applied to many States in the 
Union. It was too late in the day for avy 
man to deny that the States of the Union 
had sacred rights, which could not be in- 
vaded. The man who laid violent hands 
by legislation on the Constitution of his 
eountry ought to be held a public enemy. 
Such legislation as that embraced in the 
4th section would receive universal con- 

demnation, not only of the Southern peo- 
ple, but of the world. It ought to find no 
place on our statute books, Congress had 
no more right to legislate @n the qualifica- 
tions for State officers in the several States 
than on the qualifications for office in 
England. He believed it was as much in 
revolt against the requirements of the 
Constitution as the action of the Georgia 
Legislature was. |
